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Word reaching Washington from the 
Kremlin is that Russia will not offi- 
cially give its approval for flights of 
American U-2 spy planes over Tur- 
key to monitor Soviet missile tests— 
but, to help win Senate ratification of 
SALT II, would not raise a fuss if the 
U.S. conducted such flights. 
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The Moscow-backed regime of Nur 
Mohammad ‘Taraki in Afghanistan is
